While there was no hero await¬ 
ing him on the opposite shore and 
though, unlike Byron, he is of repu¬ 
ted modesty, George Young is said to 
be as well qualified, in physique and 
physiognomy, for the movies as By¬ 
ron and Leander. But the public, and 
perhaps even the literary critics, will 
not hold it against him Jif his adven¬ 
ture reads like a story-book. The 
story-books picture life as most peo¬ 
ple think it ought to he and the Tor¬ 
onto youth behaved just as most 
people think he should have. Aside 
from the romance, the young swim¬ 
mer gave a superlative exhibition of 
stamina, clever headwork, foresight 
and self-confidence. More than that 
-he had granite determination. Never 
having been bested by the water he 
naturally plunged into the Pacific be¬ 
lieving it was merely a case of beat¬ 
ing the other 101 swimmers to the 
goal. Like all Algeresque heroes, the 
Toronto youth won fame and fortune 
by preparing for that inevitable oppor 
tunity which, in the Alger book, al¬ 
ways knocks and is never unheeded. 

ALBERTA’S BRIGHT FUTURE , 

Hon. T. A. Crerar, former leader of 
the Progressive party, in an address 
at Montreal, said Canada’s future was 
inextricably bound up .with that of the 
United Sfates and the friendliest pos¬ 
sible relations with the republic south 
should be maintained. There was no 
thought of annexation in his mind but 
he believed that within the next for¬ 
ty years, the U. S. would become Can -1 
ada's greatest market for the dispos¬ 
al of foodstuffs. The western provin¬ 
ces had made great advancement in 
agricultural development. Forty 
years ago, grain exports were practi¬ 
cally unknown, yet in 1925, 400.000.- 
000 bushels of wheat " were shipped 
and over $500,000,000 brought into the 
country. Last year, despite had har¬ 
vesting weather, yet the record was 
almost equal to 1925. He thought Al¬ 
berta had an excellent chance of de¬ 
velopment, partly through the discov¬ 
ery of oil in Turner Valley, with enor¬ 
mous deposits of steam and cooking 
coal, and immense water power going 
to waste, he could forsee great devel¬ 
opment along industrial lines in 
years to come. 


PROGRESSIVE IDEA 

One thousand farmers in the prov¬ 
ince of Quebec are going to receive 
unexpected gifts from the Roads de¬ 
partment of that province, in the form 
of reflectors which are fixed fore and 
aft on vehicles drawn by animals. One 
thousand of these reflectors have been 
ordered as an experiment, and they 
are so adapted that when the head¬ 
lights come within range of the re¬ 
flectors they catch the beams. It is 
believed that the new reflectors will 
be the means of preventing numbers 
of accidents on country roads. If they 
are a success in Quebec it will be a 
I step which the government of this 
province could well take; because a 
j horse-drawn vehicle without lights is a 
| dangerous menace nowadays. .

Instant- 
ces have been related where large 
quantities have been purchased, under 
the best of intentions of both seller 
and buyer, but, which when put under 
test have been found to be unsatisfac¬ 
tory and had to be returned. Send 
your samples to Edmonton for germin 
ation tests, before seeding, and do it 
now. ft costs but little or practically 
nothing and you then have the assur¬ 
ance that your coming work and fu¬ 
ture expectations as to good crops 
will not have been in vain. The chan¬ 
ces are too great to make the risk of 
seeding poor seed and receiving a rel¬ 
atively poor crop. The Department 
at Edmonton will be pleased to give 
you tests on your seed. 

SMALL DEBT COURT 

Norman M. Plummer, L.t,.B., has 
been appointed magistrate of the 
small debts court just established in 
Calgary. In the court just establish¬ 
ed only small amounts up to $100 will 
be dealt with, and both plaintiff and 
defendant can appear without- going 
to the expense of retaining a solicitor. 
This will no doubt prove an excellent 
arrangement and will protect many of 
our retail merchants and businessmen 
against the loss of many small ac¬ 
counts that they would lose as it 
would not pay them to sue a man for 
a $5.00 account under the old law as, 
the costs would be too high.

French-Canadian vote, which, not un¬ 
derstanding the English language, 
was influenced against it by unwise 
propaganda.

NAPTHAGUSHER 

Koyalite No. 4 is Now Averaging 595 
Barrels of Natural Gasoline—Other 
Wells Also Producing 

Royalite No. 4 broke the record last 
December when the big naptha well 
spouted a total of 645,653 imperial 
gallons, or 18,447 barrels of the 72 
gravity natural gasoline. This was 
2,719 barrels more than the, great 
well produced during the month of 
December 1925. With 30 days in De- 
‘‘fcember, the record of 18,447 barrels 
from the well last month meant that 
it averaged 595 barrels per day of the 
high grade fluid against the usual av¬ 
erage of around 500 barrels per day 
day. 

Part of this increased production 
was due, of course, to more efficient 
recovery which is always the case dur 
ing cold weather. But when the 
well’s record of last December, is 
compared with the production figures 
for the corresponding month of 1926,! 
it is evident that the natural output 
of the big spouter is also increasing. 
Some oil men anticipate, that as the 
tremendous gas pressure of the well 
is gradually drawn down, the naptha 
content will increase. Whether or not 
this will be the case, the well’s gas 
output so far has shown no indica¬ 
tion of decrease in volume or pressure, 
remaining around 18,000,000 cubic 
feet per day. 

In addition to the output of Royal- 
ite No. 4 well, of 645,653 imperial gal¬ 
lons during last December, the gas ex¬ 
traction plant also produced a total of 
17,703 gallons from the Royalite Nos 
2 and 3 wells. Another point that has 
to be borne in mind is that the figures 
are net, that is, they are based on the 
delivery of the 72 gravity naptha 
through the pipe line to the refinery 
and do not include losses of any kind 
in handling. Oil men all over the , 
American enntinen t continue to ex¬ 
press amazement at the record of 
Royalite No. 4, inasmuch as it “came 
in” on October 14, 1924, or two years

of MK and Mrs. William Laycraft at 
their home in the Dinton district on 
Saturday, January 8th, 1927. To ob¬ 
serve the diamond wedding of there 
parents, there were six sons and two 
daughters present, besides many 
grand children, one son ,Thomas, be¬ 
ing unavoidable absent in the East. 
Those present were, Mrs. M. A. Mc¬ 
Donald of Spokane, Wash.; Mrs. E.N. 
McDonald, who has been residing 
with her parents for the past year, 
and Messrs. John, Robert, James, Wil¬ 
liam of Dinton, George and Isaac of 
High River, who were present with 
their wives and children. In all there 
were over forty relatives present at 
the reunion, and a happy day was 
spent in recalling old time reminin- 
sces of pioneering days in Quebec and 
Alberta. Mr. Laycraft was born in 
Quebec in the year 1845 and Mrs. 
Laycraft in 1847. They were united 
in marriage on January 8, 1867 and 
raised a family of ten children, seven 
sons and three daughters.

Canada’s mineral industries yielded 
a record output in 1926 when the val¬ 
ue of production reached $242,886,000 
an advance of 7.1 per cent, over 1925, 
according to an official estimate of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Production of copper, lead and zinc 
reached new levels; the output of sil¬ 
ver was higher than 1925; gold was 
steady; and nickel production was on¬ 
ly slightly less than in the previous 
year. 


For the year 1926, a total of 64,775 
automobiles were registered in the 
province, compared with 53,092 in 19- 
25. 

In England there is one telephone 
to 27 inhabitants, compared with one 
telephone to every seven in the Uni¬ 
ted States. 

The Big Chief oil well is down to a 
depth of 4.175 feet and have struck 
gas in small quantities. The flow is 
increasing. 

McLeod, No. 2 oil well is said to be 
producing a very big flow of gas. The 
well last Saturday was blowing with 
tremendous force shooting rocks and 
debris over the top of the derrick. 

Plans have been completed for the 
World’s Poultry Congress, to be held 
in Ottawa from July 27th to August 
4th. More than thirty countries will 
be represented and the number of del¬ 
egates is expected to reach 6,000. 

Three people are dead as a result 
of a fire near Gadsby, when Mr. Mun- 
sey’s home was destroyed. Mr. Mun- 
cey in filling his lantern, used gaso¬ 
line in mistake for coal oil, causing 
an explosion. 

Mrs. Cress, whose death occurred 
at Calgary on Sunday, was a neice of 
the late Dr. James Robertson, first 
western Canada Presbyterian mission- 
ery, and a sister of Miss K. B. Hen¬ 
derson of High River. 

Approximately one passenger out 
of 8,250,000 carried is killed on Cana¬ 
dian steam railways, according to re¬ 
turns to the Railway Department. One 
passenger out of each 110,000 is injur 
ed. Apart from employees, chief rail¬ 
way fatalities are among trespassers 
stealing rides or walking along the 
tracks or at crossings. 

John T. Sterling, chief mines in¬ 
spector of Alberta, who has for some 
years also been filling the position of 
chairman of the workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion board, has retired from his posi¬ 
tion with the mines branch and will 
devote his whole time to the work of 
the compensation board. The selection 
of a new chief inspectot of mines is 
now having the attention of the gov¬ 
ernment. ,, 

— Compl e t ing- the biggest- year in This 
respect since pre-war boom days, De-j 
wember records brought the total 
x>f homestead entries in the Edmonton 
district for 1926 to a figure almost 
double that of the previous year. Sta¬ 
tistics compiled at the Dominion Land 
Office show that 1,509 homesteads 
and 102 soldier grants were filed in 
the twelve month period ending with 
the calendar year, as compared wijh 
887 homestead entries and 84 soldier 
grants the year before. 

If the law forbidding the sale of 
cigarettes remains on the Kansas 
statute books, State Senator Finley, 
will introduce a bill forbidding the 
“making, selling, serving or owning of 
mince pies.” “If the people of Kan¬ 
sas want the legislature to prescribe 
rules for every one, I don’t want to 
sidestep my responsibility,” Senator 
Finley said. “The eating of mince pie 
is one of our great national evils. I 
am fond of it, but it really doesn't 
agree with me. Mince pie gives 
many a child the nightmare, and loss 
of sleep stunts growth and causes 
nervousness.” 

A unique compliment was paid to 
the Alberta Government telephone 
system recently, when large Eastern 
financial interests made an offer to 
the provincial government to purchase 
the system. The offer was refused, 
the government deciding to continue 
to own and operate the system, which 
is recognized as orfe of the most effic¬ 
iently managed on the continent. 

The highest price paid for Alberta 
bonds since before the war was obtain 
ed recently when two issues, one for 
one million, three hundred thousand 
dollars, and the other for one million, 
two hundred and fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars, were purchased by a Montreal 
bond house! The first issue, which is 
for thirty years, brought a price of 
94.15, and is to be used to pay the 
Royal Bank claim on the E. D. & B. 
C. Railway. The second issue, for fif¬ 
teen years, brought a price of 95.81 
and is for the completion of the pro¬ 
gram of main highway construction 
in AlbejAtVduring next year.

Fire destroyed about $50,000 worth 
of property at Oyen, Alberta, on Jan¬ 
uary 22. 

Prof. Max Eastman, formerly of 
Calgary and latterly of the University 
of B. C., resigned his post with the 
University to become permanently at¬ 
tached to the department of labor at 
the League of Nations, Geneva. 

More than $120,000,000 is invested 
in apple orchards in Canada, accord¬ 
ing to a bulletin issued by G. E. Mc¬ 
Intosh, Dominion fruit commissioner. 
Production value has increased from 
$13,000,000 to $27,000,000 in the last 
fifteen years. 

After an inspection of the fox 
farms of Alberta as a Government 
representative, H. S. Oulton reports 
that the industry is in a flourishing 
condition in this province that it is 
growing rapidly. The climate, he 
finds, is particularly well adapted to 
the raising of foxes under conditions, 
which nearly resemble their habitat. 

Canada stands'to increase her share 
i of trade with Japan on a large scale 
this year, in the opinion of Canadians, 
and Japanese just back from the Or¬ 
ient. Despite the recent earthquake 
and the $115,000,000 loss to the Gov¬ 
ernment entailed, there has been a 
steady growth in trade with Canada, 
which shows every sign of continued 
expansion. 

For the first time in the history of 
Alberta, alfalfa seed is being shipped 
to Denmark. This is registered Grim 
alfalfa grown by the Grimm Alfal 
fa Seed Growers’ Association, at 
Brooks, which this yea^produced one- 
third of a million pounds of this seed. 
It appears that Danish growers have 
experimented with this seed in the 
past and have now placed an order 
for 50,000 pounds.
